THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  VANCOUVER 
BIBLE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  desk  of  the  Bible  Training  School  is  the  truning  of 
consecrated  men  and  women  as  Sunday  School  workers.  Pastors' 
Assistants,  and  as  City.  Home  and  Foreifn  Missionaries.  It 
aims  to  furnish  a  thorough  and  systematic  training  in  the  knowledge 
and  use  of  the  English  Bible,  and  to  send  forth  workers  with  an 
intense  love  for  soub.  and  a  full  realization  of  the  presence  and 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  lifs  and  service. 

It  aims,  also,  to  serve  for  the  4>iritual  help  of  such  as  may  be 
unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the  full  course  as  taken  by  regular 
students. 

Note. — Not  being  a  llieological  College,  it  does  not  pro- 
fess to  train  its  students  for  the  Ministry. 

RELATION  TO  THE  CHURCHES 

The  Bible  Training  School  is  inter-denominational  in  charac^ 
ter.  It  is  not  the  product  of,  nor  controlled  by,  any  specific  religious 
denomination,  but  seeb  to  serve  the  needs  and  requirements  of 
such  as  may  wish  to  take  advantage  of  its  course  of  training.  It 
seeks  to  co-operate  %vith  all  the  Evangelical  Churches,  and  so  to 
supplement  their  work.  No  secUrian  or  merely  denominational 
tenets  will  be  taught  in  the  classes. 


DOCTRINAL  BASIS 

The  Divine  Authority  and  Plenary  Inspiration  of  the  whole 
Bible:  the  Doctrine  of  the  Trinity;  the  Deity  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ:  the  Fall  of  Man  and  the  necessity  of  the  New  Birth:  Justi- 
fication by  faith  only,  through  the  merits  and  death  of  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  and  not  through  our  own  worb  or  deservings:  Sancti- 
fication.  the  growth  of  the  religious  life  under  the  guidance  and 
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grace  nf  the  Holy  Spirit;  the  Second  Cominc  of  our  Lord  Jems 
Qirist.  and  the  Resurrection  of  the  Dead;  the  everlasting  blessed- 
new  of  the  Saved,  and  the  everlasting  punishment  of  the  Lost 
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INFORMATION  FOR  STUDENTS 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS:— 

The  fundamental  requirement  is  a  living  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  In  addition  to  this,  regular  studenU  should  have 
had  a  fair  English  education,  and  be  in  sound  health.  Prospective 
StudenU  must  fill  in  the  application  form,  which  will  be  furnished 
on  request.  StudenU  will  be  accepted  on  trial,  and  if  found  un- 
adapted  for  Christian  work,  they  may  be  requested  to  wididraw. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS:— 

Regular:  Those  vA\o  enter  for  die  full  course. 
Specul:  Those  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  instruc- 
tion in  the  classes,  and  the  fellowshq>  of  the  members  of  the  Bible 
Training  School,  but  who  are  unable  from  considerations  of  time, 
age.  or  hiialth.  to  take  the  full  course. 

N.B. — By  special  arrangement,  a  regular  student  who  is 
unable  to  take  the  whole  of  a  prescribed  year's  work  in  one  year, 
may  take  part  of  a  v«>ar*s  work  at  a  time. 

CALENDAR:— 

The  Fall  Term  will  commence  the  third  Monday  in  Seplor 
ber.  and  end  at  Christmas, 

The  Spring  Term  will  commence  the  Fin<t  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary, and  end  the  last  of  May. 

FEES:— 

Tuition  is  free,  but  a  Regii  .ation  Fee  will  be  charged;  Five 
Dollars  a  year  for  those  Uking  the  full  course,  and  smaller  fees 
for  those  taking  only  a  part  of  the  course. 
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SUBJECTS  OF  STUDY.— 

TY*  full  cnuna  will  compriM  two  yean'  work.    Th«  follow- 
ng  i:  A  list  of  the  tubjectt.  with  brief  deK^ions  of  the  oounet: 

i     Synthetic  Study  of  the  Bible — 

(Two  hour*  a  week  throuchout  the  /our  terms). 

This  coune  will  be  a  study  of  the  %vholc  Bible.  The 
readint  of  dte  whole  Bible  will  be  required  of  every 
student.  There  will  be  a  nuudmum  of  Bible  reading  and 
a  minimum  of  explanation.  The  aim  is  to  obtain  a  grasp 
of  the  English  Bible. 

2  Bible  Doctrine 

(Two  houre  a  week  throughout  the  four  terma). 
Tilis  course  will  be  a  study  of  the  Bible  teachings  on 
the  Being  and  Attributes  of  God.  the  Person  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  Man;  Sin;  Salvation,  etc. 

3  Old  Testament  Exegesis — 

(One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  four  terma). 

4  New  Testament  Exegesis — 

(One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  four  terma). 

CourKt  three  and  four  will  take  up  selected  boob  or 
portions  of  boob  for  detailed  sttidy  and  interpretation. 

5  The  Life  of  Christ — 

(One  hour  a  week  throughout  two  terms). 
In  this  course  there  will  be  a  study  of  the  four  gospeb 
so  as  to  reconstruct  a  systematic  account  of  the  earthly 
life  of  Christ. 

6  Early  Church  History — 

(One  hour  a  week  throughout  two  terms). 
The  book  of  the  Acts  will  form  the  basis  of  this  study. 
It  will  be  sui  -  .emeried  by  references  to  the  Epistles  so  as 
to  get  a  clear  grasp  of  the  early  progress  and  development 
of  Christianity. 
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Christian    Evidences    and    Jomparative    Re- 
ligion— 

(On«  hour  ■  wrek  throuchout  the  four  tcrma). 

This  count  will  embrace  a  study  of  the  questions  of 
the  reliability  of  Cod's  revelation,  fulfilled  Prophecy,  the 
Character  of  Christ.  Miracles,  the  er  aeU  of  Christianity, 
etc.  lu  aim  will  be  to  give  a  solid  ground  for  the  beliefs 
of  Orthodox  Christianity.  It  will  also  take  up  a  study  of 
the  great  non^hristian  religions. 

Missions: — 

(On«  hour  a  week  throuchout  the  four  terms). 
This  will  not  U-  properly  a  course  of  study,  but  is  de- 
signed to  bring  to  che  studcnU.  messages  from  Home  and 
Foreign  Missionaria.  so  as  to  widen  their  outlook  and 
sympathies  and  keep  in  touch  with  t}«  preaching  of  the 
gospel  in  all  lands. 

Geography  and  History  of  Bible  Lands— 

(One  hour  a  week  for  two  terms). 
There  is  so  much  ligh^.  thrown  on  the  Scr4>tures  by  a 
knowledge  of  the  lands  of  the  East,  and  of  their  History, 
that  this  course  aims  at  furnishing  a  useful  sic'     Tht  on 
Bible  Study. 

Practical  Christian  Work — 

(One  hour  &  week  throuf^out  the  f^  r  terras). 
The  reason  for  the  very  ex>-'*i  ce  of  the  Bible  Training 
SdKwl  is  the  training  of  Christian  Workers.  Class  work 
in  Personal  Work,  conducting  meetings,  visiting,  etc,  will 
be  supplemented  by  the  actual  practice  of  the  instruction 
given. 

HOMILETICS — 

(One  hour  a  week  for  two  terms). 

Studoits  taking  this  course  will  be  required  to  study  both 
the  theoiy  and  the  practice  of  the  composition  and  delivery 
of  addresses. 
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12    The  Sunday  School  Lesson — 

(One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  four  terms). 

To  aid  those  ttudento  who  will  be  taking  Sunday  School 
classes,  as  well  as  to  provide  a  further  opportunity  for 
Bible  Study,  a  weekly  clasi  will  be  held  at  which  the 
International  Sunday  School  Lesson  will  be  taken  up.  This 
class  will  be  open  to  Sunday  School  Teachers  and  others 
interested  in  Bible  Study,  even  though  th^  may  not 
belong  to  the  Bible  Training  School. 

Note:  Great  importance  is  attached  to  the  actual  Chris- 
tion  work  of  the  Studento.  It  is  expected  that  about  the  same 
amount  of  time  will  be  devoted  to  this  as  to  the  class-room  instruc- 
tion. 

BOARD  AND  LODGING:— 

The  Management  will  endeavour  to  secure  board  and  lodg- 
ing at  reliable  places,  and  at  current  prices,  for  students  coming 
from  a  distance. 

ASSISTANCE:— 

Every  help  will  be  given  to  those  who  wish  to  find  enq>loy- 
roent  so  as  to  work  their  own  way  while  taking  their  course. 

EVENING  CLASSES:— 

For  the  benefit  of  studenU  who  cannot  attend  Day  Classes, 
a  certain  number  of  Evening  Classes  will  be  arranged  for. 

TEXT-BOOK:— 

The  one  Text-book  is  the  Bible,  but  students  will  be  taught 
to  appreciate  and  use  the  light  which  learning,  archeology,  litera 
ture  and  experience  throw  upon  it. 

MUSIC:— 

Recognizing  the  great  help  which  singing  can  be  to  the  min- 
istry of  the  Gospel,  special  attention  will  be  given  to  cultivating 
a  taste  for  the  best  evangelistic  hymns.  For  those  who  can  read 
music  there  will  be  instruction  and  practice  in  part-singing. 
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THE  ASSOCIATIONS  OF  THE 
BIBLE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  relation  of  the  School  to  the  Christian  Institute  is  a  very 
fortunate  one.  Not  only  has  the  Conunittee  of  the  Institute  granted 
the  use  of  iu  premises,  but  because  of  this  and  of  the  cordial  and 
intimate  relations  existing  between  the  two.  students  will  be  privi- 
leged to  meet  visiting  speakers,  to  hear  special  lecturers,  and  to 
engage  in  the  various  activities  of  the  Institute. 

VISITORS  TO  THE  INSTITUTE 

During  the  last  year,  the  Rev.  R.  V.  Bingham.  Director  of 
the  Central  Soudan  Mission;  Dr.  Wm.  Evans,  of  die  Los  Angeles 
Bible  Institute:  Mr.  Robt.  McMurdo.  the  evangelist;  the  Rev. 
John  McNicol.  B.A..  B.D..  Principal  of  the  Toronto  Bible  Col- 
lege;  Mr.  Leon  Tucker,  of  New  York  City,  and  Mr.  Frank 
Varley.  of  the  great  Soldiers'  Christian  Association,  have  been 
among  the  visitors  to  the  Institute. 

In  the  near  future  visits  from  Dr.  R.  A.  Torrey.  and  Mr. 
Heniy  Frost,  of  the  China  Inland  Mission,  are  expected. 


REGULAR  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

One  of  the  most  unique  organizations  in  Vancouver  is  the 
"Comer  Club,"  a  Bible  Class  of  young  business  women  which 
meets  in  the  Institute  on  Tuesday  evening  at  6  o'clock,  for  tea 
and  Bible  Study.  This  club  was  organized  in  May,  19i7,  by 
Mrs.  Frances  L  Neth,  who  is  teacher,  counselor,  companion  and 
friend  to  the  many  young  women  who  attend. 

Beginning  with  an  attendance  of  40.  it  has  grown  steadily 
until  it  now  has  an  average  attendance  of  225.  The  motto  is 
"The  Other  Girl,"  and  no  safer  or  more  hospitable  place  can  be 
found  in  Vancouver  than  the  "Comer  Club"  rooms,  with  the  warm, 
genial  welcome  from  Mother  Nedi,  and  the  many  q>lendid 
Christian  girls  who  are  found  there. 
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There  are  eight  Bible-women  engaged  in  tyttematic  Chri»tian 
work  in  the  city. 

There  is  a  useful  work  among  boys  and  young  men  being 
carried  on.  The  club  is  not  yet  six  months  old,  having  been  started 
only  in  the  early  part  of  this  present  year  (1918).  but  there  is  an 
average  attendance  of  about  thirty-five  or  forty.  This  club  seeks 
to  lead  the  unsaved  to  Christ,  and  to  give  Bible  instruction  and 
opportunities  of  definite  Christian  work  to  all  v/ho  attend. 

The  Thursday  evening  meeting  for  Bible  Study  and  Fellow- 
ship has  had  an  average  attendance  of  seventy-five.  It  has  been 
a  source  of  rich  spiritual  profit. 

On  Friday  evenings  there  has  been  a  class  for  the 
Sunday  School  Teachers  of  the  city  at  which  the  International 
Lesson  has  been  studied.  This  has  had  an  average  attendance  of 
over  fifty.  It  has  been  a  great  help  in  the  work  of  Sunday  School 
Teaching. 

Commencing  their  work  in  this  "atmosphere,"  the  students  of 
the  Bible  Training  School  will  have  distinct  advantages  and  privil- 
eges in  preparing  for  a  larger  usefulness. 
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
